CARDINALS AND RABBIS. 


“FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 
BERLIN, APRIL 2, 1803, 


__ Two German Bishops were lately appointed Cardinals by the Pope, namely, 
Bishop Kopp of Breslau, and Bishop Krementz of Cologne. On their return 
from Rome they were received with great pomp ; the Jews also sent deputies 
to greet them. In Breslau Dr. Rosenthal and Dr. Guttman, the Rabbiners of 
the Jewish community, went to welcome Cardinal Kopp. The Cardinal 
approached them, and said : “ Lamdelighted that you also have come. My endea- 
vours were always directed to preserve peace, Be assured in my. diocese 
religious peace will be maintained as heretofore.’ Count Ballestram, who 
introduced the reverend gentlemen, said to the Cardinal : “ At the funeral of 
the Court Bishop Heinrich, at’ the time of the Kulturkampf, of all those who 
bore the title Koniglich, the only one present was the Kinigliche Chief 
Rabbi Dr. Tiktin, and that we shall never forget.” 

_ In Cologne Rabbiner Dr. Frank congratulated his Eminence Cardinal 
Krementz on his appointment to the highest post in the Catholic Church, The 
Rabbiner said his coreligionists take a deep interest in the honour paid to his 
Eminence, for they stillremember with gratitude the sympathy which the Cardinal 
at that time expressed both by word and by letter to Dr. Frank on behalf of the 
— persecuted Russian Jews, He hoped that the Cardinal would support, as 

efore, the maintenance of peace among the different persuasions, and he 
prayed God to bless the reverend Cardinal. He concluded with a Hebrew 
prayer for the prolongation of the life of the Cardinal. His Eminence thanked 
him very cordially, and assured him, amongst other things, that he would con- 
tinue to promote peace and concord between the different creeds. It was his 
greatest wish and desire to see members of different religions emulate one another 
in deeds of love of God and in a fraternal spirit. After enquiring about the 


present condition of the Russian Jews, the Cardinal then took leave of the 
abbi ina most friendly manner. | 


THE JEWS IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 


An interesting ceremony was held on the 5th of March in the Great 
Synagogue at Galata, Constantinople, in celebration of the birthday of the Sultan. 
Considerable brilliancy was lent to the ceremony by the large number of uniforms 
and glittering orders worn by the eminent and representative Jews present, 
among whom were Admiral Dr. Montez Galmidi—the oaly Jewish Admiral in the 
world—Dr, Elias Pasha, one of the Sultan’s special physicians, Dr. Isaac Molcho 
Pasha, Physicisn-in-Chief to the Navy. The Chief Rabbi of Turkey, in the course 
of his sermon, urged the formation of a Jewish Committee to collect funds for 
the building of an Asylum for the Poor of all denominations, the establishment 
of which is greatly desired by the Sultan. At the conclusion of the service 4 
Committee was formed, with Dr, Elias Pasha as President. 

The worshippers at the Silonikoi Synagogue at Galata had a narrow escape 
recently. During one of the week-day evening services some bricks fell from the 
roof, which caused the congregants to basten from the Synagogue. Scarcely

THE CLASHING OF THE MEETINGS. 


Sir,—Much inconvenience and irritation arise the 
several important communal meetings at the same time. Whether it a 
General or Committee Meeting, a Ball. a Banquet, a Concert ora Distribution 
of Prizes. it often happens that there are several prominent workers who ought 
to attend each of the simultaneous functions, The result is that each of the 
institutions suffers from the enforced absence of some of its principal members, 
and that the latter are embarrassed and annoyed in having to make an invidious 
choice, and in anv case to neglect a duty which they were anxious to perform. 
To illustrate my meaning, let me point to what happened on Sunday last. 
The Board of Guardians and the Board of Deputies each held an important 
meeting at eleveno’clock. Several gentlemen are members of both bodies, and 
had to submit to the inevitable consequence of their want of ubiquity. 
This kind of clashing is of frequent occurrence, I have long felt that the 
remedy for this evil lies in the establishment of a Register of Meetings which, 
I suggest, should be opened at the Jewish Chronicle office. The Secretary of an 
institution having received instructions to convene a meeting for a certain day 
amd hour will have but to address a reply-paid post card, to “ the Registrar of 
Meetings, Jewish Chronicle office, 2, Finsbury Square, E.C.,” enquiring whether 
the proposed time is free, and begging him, if it is, to register the meeting for 
such time. In any case, the inquiry would be answered. If time is pressing, the 
secretary would do well to send some one to search the register and select the 
first vacant hour that would suit his committee. Meetings which are held on 
certain fixed days could be registered accordingly for many months in advance, 
If the committees of all our principal institutions will kindly co-operate, the 
register will offer a complete and reliable index of all intended meetings of any 
importance. The Jewish Chronicle, T would suggest, should publish every 
Friday in its columns all fixtures registered for the next thre weeks. 

I appeal to the committees of our several Metropolitan Institutions to make 
a success of this experiment by using the register. I shall be thankful 


- to any of your readers who may favour me with suggestions on the subiect.

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


Sir,—Your Notes last week on the Annual Meeting of the Board of Guar- 
dians will be hailed with gratitude by all who desire reforms in the methods of 
charitable administration. Of these reforms, a considerate treatment of 
applicants for reliefs not the least important. This consideration should be 
shown in many ways, but in order to bring up the question ina concrete form 
it is desirable to press on the Board the desirability of allowing applicants to be 
seated. Those who are not familiar with the procedure at Devonshire Square, 


may be surprised to hear that applicants appearing before the rota of the Board 


or of the Conjoint Committee, stand like criminals on a kind of dock, railed off 
from the rest of the office, while their case is considered. One respected member 
of the Board has informed me that this is done to avoid the risk of infection, 
but, apart from this fanciful suggestion, I have heard no justification for so 
invidious a procedure. It has been indeed stated that all public bodies have a 
similar rule, but this assertion is incorrect in fact, and many of us would regard 
such an appeal to authority as, in any case, irrelevant. 

Mr. Cohen is reported to have stated that such matters are too trifling to be 
brought forward at a public meeting. To this allegation there are two satisfac- 
tory answers, In the first place, as the Jewish Chronicle has so well argued, such 
matters are important from the point of view of the poor themselves, and I can 
personally testify that many of the most deserving of the Board's applicants feel 
this rule to be areal hardship. It is surely indefensible for persons, not other- 
wise destitute of manly feeling, to oblige women to stand in their presence, 
whilst they are themselves seated. For a Jewish society, above all, such conduct 
is almost inexcusable, According to Jewish teaching, it is betterto give nothing 
than to give relief in such wise as to put the poor to shame. 

But admit, if you will, that this and other matters are trifles. It still 
remains true that they can only be dealt with by communal opinion acting 
through discussion at a public meeting or in the columns of a newspaper. 
Private representations are not likely to prove successful. An attempt was 
lately made to deal with this very question, as far as it relates to the work of the 
Russo-Jewish Committee. Some ot the visitors connected with that Committee 
attempted to get the question considered. It was with difficulty that the matter 
was brought before the Committee at all, and it was then dismissed with the 
coldest and most formally official non possumus, I do not believe that the 
community as a whole will approve of this decision, and I venture to suggest to 
the responsible heads of our great charitable institutions, that they will more 
successfully appeal for adequate support if they take more pains to keep in touch 
with the sympathies of the public, |

AN IMPORTANT MOVEMENT. 


Sirk,—In the current number of the Jiwish Chronicle T notice a letter from 
Mr. Israel Jacobs of this town. As your correspondent 1s personally unknown 
to me, I will assume that he is a very estimable gentleman. But as a contro- 
versialist Iam bound to say that he is almost venomous, if, indeed, his attack 
upon the Rev, A. A. Green be a fafr sample of his general style. He 1s evidentiy 
not without ability, for he bas, almost with a conjurer’s mere “ Heigh-prest,” 
reduced a great discussion from the zenith to the nadir. 3 

Asa Gentile I should not presume, even if I had the ability, to meddle in 
debates concerning the management of synagogues, But as an admirer of the 
Jew in History and of many Jews in person, and as, moreover. a hater of Jew-

baiting in every form, I may be permitted to say a few words upon what seems 
to me to be the essential point in this controversy. 

The letter of “ An English Jew,” fortified by your very able leading article, 
show that the views expounded by the Rev. A. A. Green are not, as Mr, Israel 
Jacobs is pleased to say, “ whims and extravagant opinions of an individual.” 
I'here can be no doubt that if anti-Semitism ever becomes an active force in this 
country, it will be because of usury. Here in Sunderland we Gentiles live in 
harmony with our Jewish townsmen. Yet one is sensible that there is, among 
a certain section, what I might call anti-Semitism in suspension, and this may 
be precipitated one unpleasant day. I do not think it would, for, happily, 
though the records for our County Court do much to justify the severest 
strictures of Mr. Green, we have a heavy preponderance ot good Jews, Still, 
the fact remains that nascent auti-Semitismin our midst finds expression from 
the lips of those who, rightly or wrongly, regard themselves as “ victims’”’ of 
either Jewish money-lenders or merchants under the hire system. Mr. Israel 
Jacobs may argue till the crack of doom, but he cannot circumvent the grim 
facts that one “victim ’’ means many sympathisers, and that the aggrieved in 
such cases are prone to judge the whole Jewish community by its one Sbylock 
rather than by its ten Montefiores. | 

Turning now to the personal issues raised in so remarkable a manner by Mr. 
Jacobs, I find myself lost in amazement. Mr. Green's letter is before me, and I 
search its lines in vain for an explanation of the studied rancour displayed by 
the rev, gentleman's critic. Mr. Green did not mention Sunderland, and he has 
had experience of other parts of the provinces; yet his critic straightway elects 
to regard the rev. gentleman's letter as an attack upon Jews here. Mr. Jacobs 
is uncomplimentary to the Hebrews of Sunderland. So far as “religious 
opinions ” are concerned, I am in this case dumb, and I cannot repress a feeling 
that even Mr, Jacobs is scarcely competent to sit in judgment on his old pastor's 
theological views. But upon one very important point I would speak dogmati- 
cally, and it is this: that during forty years’ residence in Sunderland | have 
known of ne Jewish pastor who, while standing firm to his faith, has done so 
much as the Rev, A. A. Green to inspire kindly feelings towards the Jews. 
Without compromise, he won the hearty respect and sympathy of many who 
had previously regarded Jewish Ministers with prejudice, and to this extent—we 
cannot measure it though we may safely assume it to have been very great in 
the total—Mr. Green was a destroyer of seeds of anti-Semitism. Mr. Jacobs, | 
note, says that in Sunderland “there is no sign of anti-Semitism, but on the 
contrary there scarcely passes a week but that some friendly references are mace 
in the public press.” As a Sunderland journalist I can endorse this statement. 
Thereare no “signs” of anti-Semitism except at the County Court, and there 
are “friendly references” to the Jews in the press. I will, indeed, affirm 
without the slightest fear of contradiction that not one line with even a tendency 
to anti-Semitism has for years been published by the local papers. But here [ 
must note two points-——-1, that during the sojourn of Mr. Green amongst us there 
were more occasions for “ friendly references than there ever were before or 
have been since; and, 2, that if local journalists refrain from exceedingly 
“ unfriendly references “to certain County Court cases it is because they feel 
that it would be unwise and unjust to say that which, though true, would be 
calculated to excite prejudice against the great mass of Jews, who are faurr- 
dealing and upright. 

I write because I resent Mr. Jacobs's virulent attack upon a man whom I 
may venture to call my friend, though our intimacy was not of a close kind. 
And IT would specially resent the insinuation of Mr. Jacobs—r/ the latter part 
of the seeond paragraph of his letter—that Mr. Green sutfered by comparison 
with “the clergy of other denominations.” Inet me assure your readers 
that such a statement would provoke a smle if’ published in a Sunderland 
pu per. 

[ have carefully avoided any talk about * Parnassim.” and so forth. These 
are matters which do notconcern me. My sole object has been to criticise some 
of Mr. Jacobs's strictures—opposing to the statements of a Sunderland Jew 
the frank testimony of :

Sir,—Being unfortunately a member of a provincial congregation, having 
for its parnass a hire-system dealer and for its Secretary a money-lender, I 
fully appreciate the wisdom of the Rev. A. A. Green in expressing his sense of 
their unfitness for congregational office.

THE REV. A. P.. MENDES. 
Many an old friend and former pupil in this country of the Rev. Abraham 
‘Pereira Mendes will learn with deep regret of his death which took place on 
Tuesday at New York. The tidings of his death, which eame to his relatives in 
London in the form of a Reuters telegram to the daily papers, caused them a heavy 
shock, for ohly iast week they res ceived a letter from him evidently written In 
the best of smrits and full of merry quips. There can be no doubt that his end 
was hastened throngh an accident which befell him during the winter, when he 
waa run over in the streets of New York. Although owing to the depth of snow 
he austained no external injuries, his system received a_ severe shaking. My, 
Mendes. who was minister of the Jewish Congregation, at Newport, Rhode 
laland, winteréd in New York, and had intended toresume his muinistrations for 
the summer at Passover. 
The Rev. A. P. Mendes was born in Jamaica about 68 years apo, and came 
Here he studied under the late Rev. D. A. de Sola, 
Having determined to adopt 
the vocation of a Minister, he received his first appointment as Minister to the 
Congregation at Birmingham. This post he held) for some years, several 
of his children having been born there, including the Rev. Dr. Ilenry Pereira 
Mendes, who is now in his 4Ist year and was the last born in Birming- 
ham. (in leaving Birmingham he became Head» Master of the Jews’

tive beet kn Wn and most respected members of the Jewish community, amony 
‘hem being Professor Meldola, F.Rus., Mr. Isidore Spielinan, Mr... Meyer A. 
Rpiclinann, and Mr. Marion Hf. Spielmann. To all who had the advantage of 
receiving their education at. his hands he endeared by his profound 
knowledge and his kindliness of leart. Mr. Mendes continued the school for 
hearty wears. until it was closed on his receiving a “call” as minister to the 
old Spanish and Portuguese Congregation at Newport, Rhode Island, on its 
resuscitation. The late well-known Judah Touro, a benefactor to Jerusalem and 
friend of Sir Moses Montefiore, was one of the best known members’ of the 


Newport Congregation, the cemetery of which forms the theme of a pathetic . 


Some time after the death of the late Rev. Dr. Artom, Mr. Mendes was. for- 
appointed Preacher to the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation In London, 
and his Farewell Sermon at the Bryanstone Street Synagogue was published by 
il recuast of the Mahamad. He occasionally preached also in various 
synagogues of the German community in the metropolis. [lis sermons, which 
were alwave delivered extempore, Were marked by great ability and eloquence of 
atvie, Although profoundly orthodox, Mr. Mendes was by no means a bigot ; and 
has pulpit utterances breathed a spirit) of enlightenment which surprised 
many Who were aware of his pronounced views on religious matters, 

Mr. Mendes, as a scholar, took considerable interest in the study of Hebrew 
Literature, and was a member of the Hebrew Literature Society. Among his 
published works -were.a volume of Sermons (London, 1855), consisting of pulpit 
addresses preached at Birmingham ; a Catechism of Jewish Religion (1861) 
issued under the the title of ALM AA: the Law of Moses : this was the first of 
a projected series of Jewish School Books, of which the second volume was a 
Post-Biblieal History of the Jews, published in 1873. In addition to these, te 
translated and edited the Daily Prayer Book published by Mr. P. Vallentine in 
P8od. anew edition of the Hagada in 1852, and Prayers for intermediate days of 
Tabernacles 

Mr. Mendes had a large famnly cf children, ten of whom, five sons and five 
danghters, survive tim With the exception of a daughter, who-lives in Paris, 
all fis children reside in America, Among his sons are the Rev. Dr. Frederick

THE GOVERNOR OF BOMBAY AT THE BENI 
ISRAEL SCHOOL. 


‘ Larris. Governor of Bombay, accompanied by Lady Harris, visiteg 
the Beni fortel School of the Anglo-Jewish Association on the 7th March, the 
oceasion being the annual distribution of prizes. After the children had enter. 
tained the large and representative audience with several recitations and songs 
in English, Hebrew and Marathi, Lady Harris gracefully distributed ‘the 
ee Hie Excellency Lord Harris, in subsequently addressing the assembly, 
said: “ Apart from the fact that it is ones business to become acquainted witl, 


every community in the Bombay Presidency, I, being the descendent of soldiers, 
have a pleasure in making the acquaintance of a community which, during the — 


of this century, and even before it, I believe, supplied many gallant and 
rr aidan to the "British army in India (applause), and I trust, though I do 
not notice it mentioned in the report this year, as 1t was 1n previous years, that 
the community of Beni-Israels will continue to supply recruits to the native 
army, and that there are amongst those in it men who are rising to dis tinguished 
positions in that particular profession. As regards the work that has been done 
during the last four years, it 1s obvious from the report that the institution js 
sending young men out iato the world with a very much higher grade of 


education than was previously effected. We now see te satisfactory result of — 


this in the fact of those gentlemen who have obtained degrees at the University, 
and whose names are given in thereport. I hope,—although I can hardly expect 
it, still I may express the hope,—that the success achieved by the scholars sent 
up to the Matriculation examination may be continued in future years. The 
roportion will have to be a large one—cent. per cent.—but as you have managed 
it in the first year of trying, Iam perfectly justified in hoping you will be as 
successful in the future. (Applause). I also have to congratulate you most 
heartily on the statement in the report of the Educational Inspector as to the 
education of your girls. I see that he remarks upon the fact that in every case, 
in every standard, all the girls passed. That is a most gratifying result of the 
efforts of those who have their education in hand, and they are to be most 
sincerely congratulated on it. In reading the report Mr. Hicem Samuel was 
so modest.as to ask the company present to allow him not to read out the para- 
graph which referred to himself, but you will be glad to hear from me that the 
Anglo-Jewish Association at home specifically refers to him in the part of its 
report which deals with the Bombay institution, and records its opinion, which 
must be distinctly satisfactory to him and to those who have the interest of 
this institution at heart, and place their confidence in him, that the Couneil had 
occasion to make thorough inquiry into the state of the school, which is quite 
satisfactory, and reflects credit on the assiduous attention paid to its work by 
Mr. Haaem Samuel, its President. (Applause.) The only other point [ need 
refer to is the subject of the new school-house, and I can quite realise the 
justness of your wishes to find some other quarters than those you now occupy 
for itis obvious that the crowded surroundings of this building may militate 
against the educational advantages afforded by the institution owing to tho 
distraction of the attention of the pupils. I can assure you that you have my 
sincere good wishes, and may possibly have something a little more practical! 
in the course of time. (Loud applause.) | 
On the motion of the Hon. 8. D. Sassoon, President of the Bombay Branch 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, a hearty vote of thanks was passed to Lord 
and Lady Harris. 


Another Jewish School in Bombay, known as the David Sassoon Benevolent 
Institution, had its prize distribution on the 12sh March. Tais Szhool is 
maintained by the Sassoon family, several of whom, together with representatives 
of both sections of the Jewish community were present. The Hon.S. D. Sassoon 
occupied the chair, and the prizes were distributed by Mrs. 8S.

on the 16th ult. noticed two Christian children steal a doll, lying in the open 
window. The children ran away and were quickly followed by the shopkeeper 
A number of. persons were attracted by the.ch: ase ani il they at once cried out 
that the Jew was attempting to seize © hristi an children in order to use their 
blood for the approaching Passover, The mob assumed a threatening attitude, 
and began to belabour the poor fellow with sticks, Fortunately, the Prefecture 
was close at hand, and here the Jew was quickly taken by a policeman. The 
mob followed and demanded that he should at once be taken before a magistrate, 
The police authorities yielded to this pressure, and had the man conveyed in 
a closed van to the court, so as to protect him from further violence. The 
enquiry soon proved the baselessness of the accusation made against the Jewish

The subject is, the Jews under Greek 
domination, and the essay is, in a sense, an appendix to the VIIth volume of 
Renan’s “Origines du Christianisme.” Renan opens with an account of the 
condition of Jerusalem when it was torn by the struggle between Hellenistic 
and anti-Hellenistic sympathies, but his remarks are scarcely fair, and certainly 
throw no new light on any subject except Renan’s personality. The chief 
interest of the article is in its later pages, where the writer discusses the doctrine 
of Reward and Punishment. | 


“The belief in a resurrection,’ says Renan, (p. 253) “ follows so logically 
from the development of Jewish ideas that it is altogether superfluous to seek a 
foreign origin for it.” A little later, he remarks: * Ces Ames restent dans la vie 
pour regner avec les saints, pour jouir du triomphe de la justice qu’elles ont 
amen. pour faire partie du royaume “ternel, au sein d'une humanite regencree, 
Viola lidee quia converti le monde.

preface with the remark that considering how, for about 200 years, Christian 
scholars have been endeavouring in vain to crush the absurd charges of Ritual 
Murder brought against the Jews, he has every reason to be pleased with the 
extraordinary success which fell to the lot of the first editions of his own ex: 
cellent treatise. Naturally, Dr. Strack has come in for considerable abuse from 
bitter anti-Semites, but he defends himself (p. v.) with vigour against venomous 
calumnies similar to those so freely hurled at the head of the late Franz 
Delitzsch when he, too, boldly took up the cudgels in defence of Judaism and 
of humanity.

author, Mr. I. Zangwill’s story is not so slight as its format would lead one to 
expect. It is intensely interesting and in many respects isthe best piece of work 
that the versatile author has yet done. The plot is what one would call a little 
“risky.” but Mr. Zangwill handles it with such artistic delicacy that it is quite 
clear that his touch is fast becoming that of an Old Master. 


The one volume edition of the “Children of the Ghetto ” is in the press 
Mr. Heinemann will publish it at six shillings (7, four and sixpence nett), 


- Following the example of the American edition, Mr. Zangwill will add a glossary, 


but the new glossary will be at once fuller and briefer than its transatlantic 
predecessor. Mr. Zangwill wisely omits those terms that only occur once and 
are clearly explained in /oco, On the other hand, in the new glossary the 
Hebrew words will be distinguished from the jargon. The author will now 
replace on the title-page the original sub-title, “ Being a Study of a Peculiar 
People.” 


There are several curious slips in the glossary appended to the American 
edition. The most interesting is the following: ‘“ Zunaim, scholar of the 
Mishnic period.” Now, in the first place, Zunaim is plural; but the fun is that 
in the context in the “ Children of the Ghetto,” the word ought to be Zrnaim 
iv. the betrothal conditions orcontract. It must have puzzled readers to find 
the sense of the following sentence, when they were to suppose that Zanaii 
meant a “scholar of the Mishnic period.” Thisis the passage: “ The Zunain 
will be held next Sunday, Perhaps you would like to come and to see the 
betrothal contract signed.

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AN UNSPOKEN SERMON FOR THE PASSOVER. 


BY OSWALD JOHN SIMON. 
And ye shall observe this thing for an ordinance to thee and to thy sons for ever.” 
Exodus xi. 24. 
There is probably nothing more wonderful in any religion than the institu- 
tion of the Passover. Apart from its great antiquity, it is remarkable for 
the spiritual ideas with which its celebration is associated. No scheme of reform 


in Judaism would be worth serious consideration which attempted to undermine — 


this observance. Reformed Judaism will tind in the Passover commemoration 
some of its highest hopes and possibilities. The ritual aspect of the festival, 
valuable as it is, is quite secondary when compared with its spiritual import. The 
Passover is concerned not merely with a ritual, or with a dogma, or indeed with 
an historic event, but it touches deeply the great abstract principles of human 
liberty and of faith. Three thousand years ago it meant emancipation 
from slavery. There are other kinds of emancipation which it 
will signify in the future. We cannot pretend that the bondage from which our 
ancestors were liberated in Egypt was very much worse than that from which we 
have still to hope that our brethren in Russia may become freed. The position of 
our race at the present time, despite all that has been achieved by Western civili- 
sation in this century, isin some respects far more like what it was in the days of the 
Pharaohs than the prospero isand contented English or French Jew is apt to think. 
The difference is mainly this: Whereas then all Israel was in bondage, now a 
minority is free. The great mass of the people of Israel are still weighed down 
heneath the cruel voke of oppression. The similarity and the difference are apt 
to be ignored by the average modern Jew of London and Paris. We are prone 
to regard our personal condition as though it represented the state of Israelites all 
over the world. What is really splendid about the Passover is its optimist. 
Optimism is the one sustaining doctrine for the millions of Russian Jews at this 
moment. And when we speak of optimism, it must be understood that we are 
only using an academic term to signify the idea of an unflagging faith in the 
infiniteigoodness of the Divine Being. At least that is the optimism of the Russian 
Jew, and that alone has been the optimism which has distinguished our race in al] 
ares. Once put out of sight that faith, and the optimism of the Jewish race 
becomes meaningless. It cannot be denied that faith, and faith alone, is the rock 
upon which the people of Israel stand. Any claim which may be put forth in 
support of religious reform movements cannot be valid unless it is one that pro- 
poses to strengthen and to elevate the faith of the people. A reform which is not 
constructive is unworthy of the name. And though construction often requires 
a certain destructive process as a means of making the foundation gure, it is quite 
certain that plans of reform which are mainly concerned with altering ritual 
practices, and which do not touch the deepest notes of religious thought, are 
doomed to failure. 

The Passover cannot have at the present time precisely the same meaning 
to all Jews in every country. The circumstances in England enable us to see 
some things which are not visible to the Jews of Russia. Two generations of 
emancipation provide for us object lessons which are denied to those who are 
still unemancipated. There is an enormous danger of breaking up the unity 
of Judaism, in consequence of emancipation being the achievement of only 
a portion of the House of Israel, And here I would like to say with all 
possible emphasis that by the unity cf Judaism I mean nothing else but the 
singleness of aim for which Jewish identity is preserved. The scriptural 
doctrine of the election of Israel, of the mission of the race as the Kingdom of 
Priests and the Witness of God to man 1s the substance of what I understand 
by the unity of Judaisin and the unity of Israel. Unity of method is’ an 
impossibility in the varying conditions or our race not only because some of us 
are emancipated, and some of us are not, but more particularly in consequence of 
the fact that weare citizens of ditferent countries and the creaturés of very 
divergent circumstances or environments. It is not practical that the system 
of public worship and of the ritual law should be the same under all conditions 
and in every country. What is suitable in one place may be unsuitable in 
another. The temperament of the English or French Jew must cf necessity be 
in some respects at least different from his Polish c-religionist. Therefore, to 
force him to use in all cases the same language of prayer and to expect of him 
adhesion to all the same ritual regulations is to take a course that is essentially 
artificial and, therefore, injurious. The spiritual and ethical teachings of the 
Passover are not only racial but are also personal. In other words the 
message of the Passover is addressed to the individual as well as to the com- 
munity. To the community as a whole it speaks of the election of Israel, of 
the unity of our purpose and of the Divine Unity of which we are the witness. 
It speaks also of the paramount obligation which the emancipated Jews owe to 
the unemancipated. It tells the luxurious Jew of London and Paris, who has no 
sacrifice to make on his own account,that he has one to make for his impoverished 
and persecuted brother in the Czar’s dominions. But the message which it tells 
to the individual concerns his personal relations not merely with his co-religionists 


but with his Maker and, therefore, with mankind. 


Emancipation regarded introspectively is another word for the liberty 
of the soul. The emancipation, which alone can be sought by those 
who are physically and politically free, is emancipation from error, It is 
doubtful whether the Jewish pulpit -is quite emphatic enough, except once 
a-year, in regard to the slavery in which many well-to-do people are 
ensnared by their own moral turpitude and corruption. The claims of 
unselfishness in more ways than giving away surplus wealth seem to require 
greater insistence in London and Paris than they do in centres of oppression, 
There is a large and growing element of Philistinism and gross materiality among 
the prosperous classes. This condition is epidemic to the youth of the 
comthunity. “It is a pestilential poison which saps the life of those who inight 
otherwise become strong io the service of their community. Self-indulgence is 
a form of slavery that is actually fatal to young men, who ought to be in 
fellowship with a great cause like that for which the Jewish people are 
preserved. | 

It is amazing and also terrifying to observe how few people there are who, 
being wealthy and at ease, do their share of communal service. This is a result 
of the gross materialism referred to. It has been said many times that 
the lists of donors to our charitable institutions are proportionably small 
and repeatthe same names. And the poor, as a whole, are far more charitable 
than the rich. There is an inordinate extravagance in dress and in other 
manifestations of self-indulgence. There is much show. of worldly pomp 
amor g those whose surplus” earnings and savings ought to be of service 
In works of philanthropy. There are a considerable number of people in 
Loncon who, having the power to do much to lighten the communal 
bu-dens, do notiing. All this indicates a widesp-ead selfishness and m itérialisim. 
It rej resents a low watermark of spirituality. ‘The people of whom I speak will 


: 
doubtless participate in some manner in the observance of the Passover. Much 
fetishism and superstition, and little or no piety, enter into celebrations of that 
kind. Emancipation in the 5 og sense has yet to come to many a prosperous 
coreligionist of London and Paris. | 

The spread of Socialism in England, as in France, is largely due to the 
materialism of rich men and women. The tide of social revolution is checked in 
the exact proportions in which human sympathy between the rich and the poor is 
manifested. As long as people do their duty, there is no fear of popular dis- 
content. Abstract questions as to the relations between capital and labour become 
pressing and urgent when wealth is associated with indolence and with selfish- 
ness, not otherwise. But there is no reason why wealth should necessarily be 
identified with indolence and selfishness. We have brilliant examples, especially 
nthe Jewish Body, of wealth being identified with hard work, with self-negation 
and with lofty public spirit. Public spirit is a virtue which in the present genera- 
tion is pecularly important. Many people imagine that private interests are 
incompatible with the aims of public spirit. And many persona, it is to be feared, 
regard the horizon of their domestic lives as the circuinference within which their 
duties should be confined. As a matter of fact there are exceedingly few, if any 
individuals, with whom this notion is justifiable. Moreover, it is doubtful whether 
those who entertain it do fully and faithfully discharge the duties of the home. 
Generally speaking, men and women of broad sympathies excel in the fulfilment 
of their domestic duties far better than those who take the circumscribed view of 
life. 

The present season of our great celebration, which is so fertile with thoughts 
of emancipation and religious revival], appears an appropriate one for retlections 
sucli as these.

Somewhere between the Tweed and the Thames there exists a vast Hebrew 
community which possesses a Board of Guardians whose members meet every 
week to dispense charity and air their eloquence. We often feel as though the 
heavens would fall if we did not seriously contest as to whether Mr. A. wasin order 
in proposing an amendment after the previous question had been moved, Despite 
these little eccentricities on our part, we get through a large amount of business, 
and, so far, none have ever been able to reproach us for failing to deal suitably 
with the eases of deserving applicants. Some of the older members look down 
contemptuously upon us, the members of the young brigade, but we are careless 


of that, for each year sees an accession to our ranks, and trme is an eflicient cure’ 


for our youth. It is a labour that we find most congemial, and if we are 
prone to avoid the irksome responsibilities of communal management, perhaps 
we are not to blame. 

We are seen at our best just previously to the advent of Passover when, with 
weighty mien, our Joseph Hume will take the floor and asa public economist 
plead eloyuently for the tender to be given to Messrs. Aleph Beis & Co. because 
they quote Motzas at a farthing per pound under Messrs, Daleth, But we are 


also economists who believe in efliciency, so that the farthing does not always 


carry the day. After we have fixed upon the various contractors for Matzos, 
meat, meal and potatoes, we have to discuss the extent of our requirements, no 


very easy matter. And then comes the ‘question as to the form of distribution, 
All these knotty points are settled to the ultimate satisfaction of those present. 
It is decided that we-shall sit as an investigation committee, and one after 
another the applicants appear before us. 

Poverty has some tearful tales to tell. Many of the applicants, though 
they may have resided in our midst for some time, are ignorant of the ver- 
nacular—and then comes the test of our linguistic capabuities, It is true that 
many of us, though of English parentage, have acquired some knowledge of the 
patois of these poor folks, and are, therefore, able to elicit from them the 
necessary information. They are all more or less engaged in some of the trades 
where, unfortunately, “ sweating” still holds sway. Little wonder, then, that 
when Pesach approaches they are forced to seek our aid.

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THE HISTORICAL VALUE OF THE PASSOVER. 


BY J. A. DE  VILLIERS 
(or THe Britisn Mcsecm). 


We never jose, we always gain when we disc ver the most ancient intentions ef 
sacred traditions, imstead of being sstished with their modera misinterpreta- 
tions. 

“All truth is safe, and nothing else; and he who witholds it from ei rom 
motives of expediency, is either a coward or a criminal, or both.”"— Max Miller. 


* And Israel aaw the great work which the Lord did upon the Egyptiacs, and the people 
feared the Lord. and believed the Lord and His servant Moses. ; 

The story in Exodus closing with the above beautiful expression of faith 
contains so ANY seeming improbabilities—nay, iuipossibilities, that many would 
fain have some corroboration from other sources, By many of the ancient his- 
torians (') it is related how a disease making the body of man an object of loath- 
some deformity once spread over Egypt. The King, consulting the oracle of 
Jupiter Ammon, was told that the infected multitude Must be driven out, The 
sufferera were collected and abandoned ina desert. While in deep despair, Moses, 
one of their number. told them that unless they obeyed him, as their chief by 
Divine commission, they had no resource left. His offer was accepted. 

For the benefit of those who may never have read what must be considered 
the only Egyptian account (4) of the Exodus, I give as concise a translation as 
possible of its chief features, King Atmenophis was told he could enjoy the 
privilege of seeing the gods only by nm lding Egypt of all lepers. He, therefore, 
aant Rew) of them. among whom were some priests, to the quarries east of the 
Nile. Their ill treatment alarmed a timid councillor, who committed suicide, 
after writing to the king that the lepers, aided by foreign allies, would rule over 
Egypt for thirteen years. In this way the gods would avenge the indignity 
heaped upon their servants, the priests. The king thereupon stopped the servile 
labours, and assigned to the leper: as a dwelling-placethe City of Avaris, built by 
the Hyksos, but deserted since their departure. A priest from Heliopolis, called 
Osarsiph, placed himself at their head. Hy» gave them Jaws opposed to Egyptian 
cnetoms, fortified Avaris, and was joined by the expelled Hyksos, in a campaign 
against Egypt. On their approach the king fled to Ethiopia, and the victors 
committed frightful ravages. After thirteen years Amenophis, with his son, Seti, 
returned. and freed his land from the foreigners, whom he pursued to the borders 
of Svria. After he had joined these men the priest, Osarsiph, who gave them 
laws, changed his name to Moses, 

If there be any trath in this account there is stilla difficulty in determining 
whether the Israelies were the lepers or the Hyksos, or either. A celebrated 
theologian and ones endowed with deep religious reverence, does not discredit 
the leprosy in ident, and thinks the freyuency of such diseases in the nation 
proved by the regulations respecting’ leprosy in) the Pentateuch, whilst even 
opponents qualify the fact of the residence of the Hebrews in Egypt and their 
Exodus as not only “extremely probable” (4), but “strictly historical” (). 

Itas now settled beyond all doubt (4) that the Pharaoh who oppresse 1 the 
Teraclites was Ramses PL. the third king of the NIAth dynasty. This powerful 
monarch rearced 08 years, and during that time constructed temples and palaces, 
the remainsof which stall strike the beholder with amazement (*). The ruins of the 
two larve towns, Pithom and Ramses, built at his orders by the. hands of our 
ancestors, have lately been excavated by Mr. Flinders Petrie ; the store-houses 
of the former were built of bricks made out of clay and chopped straw dried in 
the sun. (>) The larbarities of the tyrant had to be paid for by his son 
and successor, Seti Menephtah, a weak vaccillating monarch into whose 
dominions incursions were constantly being made by barbarians of every kind, 
whom he was powerless to keep off. (*) It is he who was the Pharaoh of the 
Exodus, (°) the generally accepted date for that event being about 1320 n.c. (?°) 

We now approach a difficulty. The number of fighting men of Israel who 
went out from Egypt is given (!') as 600 000, which would, according to most 
computations, give a people of two and a half million souls. (*) Now, I ask 
even those who still believe in miracles to consider this mighty horde, with its 
aged, and its sick, and its little ones, its baggage, and “ very much cattle,” (com- 
monly estimated at about two million head) and then to calmly read Exodus, 
chap. xi. to xiv., taking special note of the journey from Ramses to the sea, and the 
crossing In a single night. That the Israelites actually did cross the Yam Souf (') 
which in those days reached, in the form of lagoons, much’ farther inland, 
is perfectly possible, but it is incredible that Seti and all his host should have 
been drowned. and the fact not mentioned by any historian, except by one of the 
fleeing people. The difficulty is not lessened by the discovery in.1881 of a cave 
at Deir-el-Bahara, near Thebes, in Eg ypt, (') in which there were found thirty- 
nine royal and priestly mummies, ameng them those of Ramses Il. whom 
Egyptologists have no hesitation in identifying as the Pharaoh of the Oppres- 
S00 and whom the Biblical. narrator declares to have been drowned. 

The only feasible explanation which might reconcile tbis discovery with 
he Bible’account is that on the subsidence of the flood tide or storm that 
overtook the Eyvptians, the bodies were left exposed in the shallow fords 
or thrown up, (°°) and that; as was but natural, that of

sign Aries or the Ram. Although a Festival at the passage of the Sun into Aries 
is celebrated at almost the same moment as the Passov er, with similar rites and 
ceremonies, (”) by almost all the nations of the earth (°") under some pretext or 
other, I will not dwell here on that fact, but content myself with pointing out 
that it is uninistakeably shown in the Pentateuch (*) that the Israelites held a 
Spring Festival even before the time of Moses. (*) This originally consisted of 
two distinct feasts—the Pesach or explatory festival and the Chag Ha-Mazzoth. 
“Tn the fourteenth day of the first month is the Lord’s passover, And on the 
fifteenth day of the same month is the feast of unleavened bread.” (“) Josephus 
in like manner speaks of the Chag Ha-Mazzoth “ following the Pesach.” (*) ‘That 
mazzoth could not from the first have had their present meaning, is proved by the 
fact that the Israelites were commanded to eat unleavened /efore their depar- 
ture, (*) on the Pesach Mizraim, when there was plenty of time for the dough to 
leaven. An ingenious contention for their existence (*) is that the pre-Mosaic 
celebration of the feast included the offering of the first fruits of the barley, and 
that these were plucked, rapidly ground to flour, and baked to unleavened bread 
on the same day, in part merely roasted at the tire or pounded ina mortar. The 
Zevach Pesach, however, was offered as an expiatory sacrifice for the transgress- 
ions of the past year. 

It is now conceded by competent authorities (*) that Chag Ha-Mazzoth 
was originally the Spring agricultural festival, and that it_ gradually lost its sig- 
nificances toa greater degree than Shevuoth or Succoth. But as Israel's faith has 
for its basis its choice as the people of the Covenant, and as part of the Covenant 
was fulfilled in the Exodus, the Spring festival was made the yearly commemo- 
ration of the great deliverance, exactly as to Shevuoth has been added the 
Giving of the Law, and to Succoth its Rejoicing. Into it was merged the Passover 
expiatory sacrifice and the name Pesach—a passing over, sparing or exemption, 
was transferred to all the sacrifices offered during the feast. (”). This blending 
of archaic feasts with later historical events has nothing unusual about it, and 


serves to connect incidents worthy of perpetuation in the history of Israel with . 
ceremonies surviving from our earlier forms of worship. A change from old 


agricultural feasts to anniversaries of national events is a mark of progress, for 
though the entry upon anew season or the ripening of the harvest is of interest, 
yet it is of greater importance to a pgople to remember its origin and the most 
salient facts of its past. It exerts an exalting, hallowing influence over it. Israel 
released from Egypt by the strong arm of the Lord! It was this that our 
ancestors remembered with such joyful hope during the centuries in which 
they were in a state of deep humiliation, and it cannot but have a good effect upon 
the Jew, faithful to his race and its traditions, when, seated with his family round 
the Seder table, he joins in singing the great Hallel with all its depth 'and joy 
of religious feeling. | 

Every dispassionate observer of the times will admit the growing tendency 


-to materialism, and the indiscriminate haste with which the younger generation 
—unfortunately precluded by the pressure of mundane affairs from giving much — 


study to such matters—is apt to to throw aside both the true and the false in 
their indifference towards their nation’s history, or in their eagerness to be rid of 
irksome religious trammels. The few theughts traced above on the origin of the 
Festival we celebrate must, on account of the limited time and space at my 
dsposal, be necessarily incomplete. I have given them such as they are, being 
persuaded that no man in whose veins flows Jewish blood, and who takes an 
intelligent interest in the past and future of his race, should lose an opportunity 
of drawing attention to what he believes to be the true facts in the annals of 
Israel, so that, divested of the overgrowth with which ages of ignorance, 
superstition and oppresson have covered them, they may stand forth as undying 
monuments to mark our progress in the march of ages.

_ The Chief Rabbi freached at the Great Synagogue on the first day of the 
Festival before a crowded congregation. The subject of his discourse was the 
religious instruction of our children. Taking his text from the Haphtorah 
lesson of the day,“ And their children he raised up in their stead,” the Chief 
Rabbi spoke ot the obligations which rested upon parents to transmit to their 
children the sacred inheritance of the truths reposedin them. They could not, 
however, expect to preserve and guard the Law unless they educated their 
children in a full knowledge of its precepts, its ordinances, its language and its 
literature. At the present time when there wes no department of our com- 
munal life which stood in greater need of improvement than that which apper- 
tained to the religious instruction of the children of their middle classes, it 
would be necessary to adopt fresh measures to increase the efliciency of the 
religious instruction imparted in their homes andin their various scholastic 
institutions, and as a step to this end he urged that teachers should be required 
to possess certificates of competence for following their sacred vocation. The 
preacher also advocated the establishment of religion classes in connection 
with the East End eyeege ues, similar to those which proved so potent a 
factor tor good inthe West End, and also that they should strive to make them 
living centres of spiritual, intellectual, and charitable effort. He invited a 
generous response to the canvass at present being made for the Jews’ Frrve 
School, and emphasised the claim which that institution had on the sympathy ot 
the members of the synagogue, inasmuch as many of them had received their 
training there,and their children in their turn were enjoying its benetits,

On the second day the Chief Rabbi preached at the New Synagogue. The 
building was filled to overflowing, and extra benches had to be placed in every 
available space to accommodate the great influx of worshippers. The Chief 
Rabbi based his sermon on Proverbs xiv.1: ‘Every wise woman buildeth her 
house.’ The preacher asserted that this passage showed in the clearest light the 
high regard in which woman was held in Biblical times, and a similar high status

Happily the Law had 
its ministers, and there are the school and the pulpit. The one was the sphere of 
children’s, the other the sphere of man’s instruction. The school is the place 
where all the crudities of the child’s nature are smoothed down and fashioned 
into sightly formi—where ignorance and its vices have to be eradicated, and 
replaced by knowledge and its blessings. And in order that the school shall 
eifect these results, it was essential that its teachers should be man of integrity, 
not wholly engrossed with the minds of their charges, but should have regard 
also to the culture of their souls. Speaking on the topic of the school and 
education, the preacher introduced the claims of the Jews’ Free School upon the. 
support of the community. He deemed it his duty especially to do so, inasmuch 
as he himself was educated within its walls, and was one of its teachers previously 
to his appointment in the congregation. The second minister of the law was 
the pulpit, which exercises the most unbounded influence over the religious 
spirit of the age. The pulpit must warn andexbort, it must rouse the slumberin 
sinner and support the broken-hearted penitent. it must reeall the erring min: 
by a word in season, and by its inspiration of hope and faith must contirm the 
doubting. These are the legitimate intluences of the pulpit. The preacher 
continued: I entreat you, therefore, not to allow the word of God to be 
silent here, however inadequately it had been expounded hitherto. Society 
is based upon justice and the worship of God. Let both go together, 
and your prosperity will be promoted; neglect them and your com- 
munai safety is imperilled. Devotion is essential to secure the acceptance 
of your worship, and while I charge you to do justice to God by rendering 
your worship acceptable to Him, I no less entreat you to do justice to man, 
by respecting the opinions of all. Be faithful to the ancient landmarks ot 
your faith. [am now taking my leave of you, and knowing the spirit of the 
age Lam deeply apprehensive of future intluences and their banetul results, — 
Improve your worship in every way, endow it with decorum, devotion, solemnity, 
but permit no encroachment on its sanctity. I stand to-day like a pilot who is 
expiring at his post. He heeds not the danger through wiica he his safely 
guided his bark, but with his last dying effort, he points to the rock and 
quicksands towards which he is advancing. Exert every etfort to secure 
unanimity among yourselves, ‘To that end be mutually considerate and 
conceding. So shall you labour for the prosperity of this synagogue. It is an 
aim that can never be so certainly secured as when your editice has for its pillars 
truth and justice ; and for its foundation, heavenly peace, And now nothing 
remains for me but to bid you an atfectionate farewell. My solicitude however 
will always be for your welfare and success, my mind naturally reverts to the 
past and recalls many events which have occurred during the period L have 
ministered in your midst. I have constantly been strengthened in the 
discharge of the duties of my position by the kind appreciation of my labour for the 
welfare of their congregation. Sometimes during the many years of my muinistra- 
tion, duty may have placed me hostile to you. Let such ditference be forgotten

any who have wronged me. cordially I forgive the injury, and invoke additionally, 
the pardon of God.

The primary aim of the 
Charity is by timely loans to rescue individuals from lapsing into a perma nent 
state of poverty, and only to give alms under exceptional circumstances. The 
President is Jonkheer John William May, Consul-Greneral for the Netherlands, 
and among the Committee are Messrs. F. G. Goudsmit, h. C. Haas, 8. Symons, 
Henry Vanden Bergh, William Van Praagh, M. Van Raalte, and 3. 
Van Straalen. most of whom are assiduous in their labours at the fort- 
nightly meetings of the Committee for the granting of relief, which often 
last from five in the afternoon until midnight, A considerable portion 
of the applicants are Jews, and the assistance which is given to them 
to some extent lightens the barden of the Jewish Board of Guardians, with 
which the Society has official relations.

The Presidents and Committees of our voluntary schools have all felt the 
greatest difficulty in making both ends meet, for the simple reason that the sub- 
scription listeare, as a rale, but very meagre ; and they have to scramble annually 

or donations to pay their way. ; 

Bs Ne pl in ‘ea as far as I know, been proposed, by which this difficulty may 
be met, Lhave endeavoured to ascertain what is the amount annually expended 
hy our voluntary schools, what is the income from fixed sources (other than by 
subscriptions and donations), and what is the amount annually to be collected 
from the public for the sufficient maintenance of these institutions. A glance at

BELFAST. 

On the first day of Passover the Rev. Dr, Chotzner preached his inaugural 
sermon in the presence of a large congregation, He spoke on the various dutieg 
which a Jewish minister has to perform in modern times. Formerly, he said, 
the work of a spiritual leader of a J ewish, community was confined to the pulp; 
and the school where religion 18 taught, But times have changed, and with 
them a new sphere of labour has sprung up for him in other directions, He is 
now also expected to take an active part in all movements set forth with the 
view of improving the general state of the community at large, Jewish and 
Christian alike, By mixing freelyamong the members of various denomina. 
tions he cannot fail to raise the estimation and respect of the religion of which 
he is the acknowledged representative. | 


BIRMINGHAM. 


On the first day of Passover, the Rev. G. J. Emanuel preached, takin 
Psalm exviii., 5—24 as his text. Its use, he said, was especially appropriate on 
that day, the anniversary of the great deliverance, Indeed, the last four verses 
may be accepted as a terse, poetic description of that stupendous event. After 
dwelling on the manner in which Passover should be celebrated, 
the preacher continued : We are still regarded by too many as aliens and 
strange;’s in lands in which we were born. And still are we a branch of the 
yeople of Israel, scattered in all countries. The victims of oppression in foreign 
ands are one with us. They look to us for help in distress, Driven from their 
homes by bigoted cruelty and suicidal folly, they come to us for new homes, 
In their rush from death to life, they threaten to overwhelm us with the heavy 
burden of their wants, and to excite into deadly activity the Preracice against 
us which only sleeps, which hes dormant, but alas! not dead. Yes! the scattered 
fractions of Israel form but one people, and can have but one fortune. At any 
other time than this festival, this reflection might terrify us. The God who 
delivered our fathers still lives just as ever, merciful as ever. Oppression still is 
hateful in his sight. Still He has compassion on the innocent suffering. He 
delivered us not from so many mighty foes to let us now perish. Pharaoh, 
Nebuchadnezzar, Haman, Antiochus, Titus, Hadrian failed to crush us; shall a 
vloomy shallow fanatic now succeed? All the great nations of antiquity strove 
to destrov us. but in vain; shall modern oppressors prevail ? Never! 

The annual general meeting of the free members of the Birmingham 
Hebrew Congregation was held in the large schoolroom. Singer’s Hill, on Mon- 


day morning. Mr. Henry Davis occupied the chair, ‘The Chairman proposed, 


and Mr. A. Bremer seconded the election of 3) seatholders as free members of 
the congregation. who wete unanimously elected. ‘I'he Chairman in moving the 
adoption of the Report and Balance Sheet, (@ summary of which 
appeared in last week's issue), said that he considered — their 
contents to be most gratifying. The Government Grant to the school 
was very satisfactory, and taking into consideration the premises, 
which were so inadequate for education, he considered they had 
done remarkably well. T’o prove this, he had only to remind them that whereas 
their Mixed School gained an average of 1s. 6d. per head, and infants 15s., the 
average grant made to schools throughout England and Wales, with all their 
advantages of wealth, position, and prestige, was only 18s. 43d. per head. It was 
only another proof of how much we appreciate education, and how much we do 
to improve the education of our children. The liberal contribution made to the 
Hospital Sunday Collection, namely, £106 5s, 3d., was another gratifying feature 
of the Report. If the population of Birmingham were to subscribe in the same 
liberal proportion to this fund as the Jewish Congregation did, they would reap 
the very handsome sum of £25,000, instead of the £5,000 they now subscribed. 
It might seem strange that no report had been made by the Sub-Committee for 
the revision of the laws, which was formed two years ago, yet the amount 
of work entailed was very great indeed, and considering the other work they had 
to perform, it was impossible for them to meet very often. It was hoped, how- 
ever, that the Committee would conclude its work very shortly. He wished to 
testify tothearduous duties performed by the Board of Guardians during the year, 
and, as showing to what extent Jews supported their own poor, he might mention 
that according to his knowledge, not oné single farthing had been given by the 
Christian Board of Guardians to Jewish poor during the past year. It was also 
very satisfactory to know that their resident poor did not increase, showing that 
the poor who came to Birmingham were able to get their living, a fact which 
he considered spoke volumes for their really splendid characteristics, In conclu- 
sion, he said it was the eighth time he had had the honour of congratulating 
them on the strength and unity of the community, which had not been brought 
about so much by any labours of his own, or his colleagues, as by tne 
forbearance and goodwill of every member of the congregation, Mr, A. Bremer 
(Treasurer), in seconding the resolution, said that the Executive had in contem- 
plation the painting and renovating of the synagogue inside and outside, and 
also of the passages leading to the ladies’ gallery. It would require something 
hke L500 to L600 to do this, and he was afraid that they would have torely upou 
the generosity of the congregation fcr thissum. It was a matter of great satis- 
faction to himself and colleagues that the question of Shechitah, which had 
hitherto been a serious one, had now been satisfactorily solved. They heard 
from all sides mutual satisfaction expressed as to the work done, and they hoped 
by judicious management further to improve it. The Report and 
Balance Sheet were then unanimously adopted. On the proposition of Mr. 
J. Blaiberg, seconded by Mr, B. Newman; a vote of thanks was accorded to the 
Chairman, who suitably replied. Votes of thanks were then accorded to, and 
acknowledged by Messrs, A. Bremer and M, Berlyn. ae
